This letter was written March 8. 1916. and apparently has been 


in the possession of the American government for a long time. It was 
marie public without comment, shedding more light on Swcdeut's 
conduct at a time when America is awaiting explanations from both 
Germany and Sweden on the Argentine affair.

stretch log of a liquid to the extreme 
limit of its capacity.

Kent for two highwaymen who made 
a bold attempt to wreck the Delaware 
and Hudson pay car in. charge of Pay- 
master D. F. Wait of this city.

face that the two men misjudged the 
time the train was to pass a certain 
point saved the railroad company sev- 
eral thousand dollars, as the police 
believe the men intended to derail the 
train and then rob it. John AlcGuire, 
a tire patrolman in the employ of the 
company, saw the two masked men 
who had pulled the spikes from the 
rails and had piled obstacles on the 
track!?. When they saw him they im- 
mediately opened tire on McGuire and 
then tonk to the woods. 


The attempted robbery took place 


near Port Kent. Paymaster Wait left 
Albany in charge ot the train on Sept. 
B. 
His destination was JLake Placid, 


and other northern points. After pay- 
ing the men at Lake Placid and vicin- 
ity, 
the train started on the return 


trip. 


About 7:45 o'clock in the morning 


McGuire was walking near the curve 
about a quarter of a mile ,south of 
Port Kent when uvo men, both wear- 
ing masks, appeared on the track be- 
fore him. 
One was a man about five 


feet, five inches in height and weighed 
about ISO pounds, the other 
being 


aboyt ei.v: feet ts.ll, weighing in

Port Kent and reported the matter to 
the superintendent in Plattsburg.

on the scene he found that telegraph 
poles and obstacles were piled on the 
tracK. lie also found that 11 spikes 
had been drawn from the rails, and 
the officials are sure that**the>- had 
been pulled before the pay train pass- 
de over the road.

Detective O'Brien lost no time in 


notifying Captain llothrock, who, with 
Lieutenant Mantica, left for Port Kent.

admitted being in company of a much 
taller man some hours before.

sprouts. The epicure would doubtless 
enjoy a sifting: of nutmeg on his can- 
taloupe, especially it he likes alao a bit 
of sugar with it. 


Onions baked in their skins is a 
| most uncommon way of preparing this 


vegetable, but it has its advocates 
among those persons who dote upon 
corn roasted In the busk, potatoes 
cooked in their Jackets and bananas 
baked in the peeling. The true flavor 
is preserved by such concentration of 
heat. 


Those who condemn summer squash 


for its insipidity may have a change of 
heart If an onion be cooked with the 
vegetable. It takes away that flat 
taste. 


Grated cheese is very useful in cov- 


ering a multitude of common things. 
It is good sprinkled over lettuce and is 
excellent added to salad dressings for 
most of the vegetable salads. It blends 
fleliciously with potatoes in any form, 
and some persons cannot conceire an 
apple pie without such an accompani- 
ment. To grate the cheese over the pie 
and place in a hot oven long enough to 
melt is the latest wrinkle. 


An omelet is a dainty dish always, 


but It takes on a more savory air 
when some minced nasturtiums or 
mint leaves are mixed with it. 


If you make a practice of hiding a 


surprise in the croquettes no difficulty 
will ]?e encountered in inducing the 
family to consume these palpably left 
over concoctions. A nut or a cherry, a 
mushroom, a plump raisin, a date, an 
olive or a bit of fig or candied ginger 
might serve as the coveted bonne 
bouche. 


Marshmaliows sometimes prove to be 


just the touch that makes the dessert 
go around—so often! Cover a fruit 
tapioca pudding with them and brown 
in the oven or fill the cavities of 
halved peuches with them and brown. 
If whipped cream is often used vary it 
by adding some melted chocolate or 
cinnamon to it. 


Many think that grapefruit cannot be 


improved, but doubtless they have nev- 
er eaten it sweetened with honey In- 
stead of sugar or had. a few spoonfuls 
of grape Juice poured over it. Let the 
honey stand on it overnight. Other 
fruits may be treated in the same fash- 
ion. 
Honey is especially good on baked 


apples.

prevailing high price for grains and 
feeds ia certain to result in increased 
prices to the producers and while the 
advance suggested may not be the ex- 
act figure finally agreed upon, it Is not 
unlikely that 'It will approach at least 
that sum. 


It Is stated that the price now being 


paid for September milk ia at the rate 
o{ 64, cents per pound for butter, ajncl 
with the price of milk being advanced 
at the figure suggested, one can form 
«omo idea of where the price of butter 
will reach before the.winter end*. The 
question naturally arises as to where 
the limit Is beyond which the public 
will not absorb the product* of the 
dairies. Certainly the farmer should 
receive a remunerative price for his 
commodity, which Is produced only 
after great labor and care. The solu- 
tion of the problem that will 
face 


both the producers and the consumers i 
of milk ere> many weeks elapse may 
be with the price of feed for tho cows j 
and with tho cost of distribution, or; 
the profits that nro collected between 
the producer and the consumer.

thing Is certain that with many dia- 
trlbutora in a city there is much du- 
plicity of effort nnd extra, cost.
